WASHINGTON, Jan. 
Ten years old at midnight, and a 
child of controversy all its life, pro- 
hibition will enter its eleventh year 
tomorrow facing another period of 
tumult. 

When Nebraska's legislature rati- 
fied the 18th amendment, giving the 
three-fourths vote necessary to change 
the constitution of the United States, 
it made the document a living law 
on January 16, 1920. From that date 
it has had no peaceful moment. 
opponents concentrated from the be- 
ginning to tear it apart; it¢ support- 
ers organized and have fought success- 
fully to prevent its weakening. 

But the decade has ended in an 
attempt of the Hoover administration, 
swept into office after a campaign 
in which the liquor question was one 
of the foremost of all those discussed, 
to reconstruct the enforcement meth- 
ods and procedure necessary to make 
prohibition more effective. Just on 
the eve of the anniversary, President 
Hoover's law enforcement commission 
placed before congress a formidable

VINCENNES, Ind., Jan. 15.—'| 
(United News.)—The onward creep- | 
ing overflow from the rampaging Wa- | 
bash river tonight brought stark ile- | 
struction and even terror to much of 
southern Indiana. 

The flood waters foamed higher 
than they did in the $50,000,000 flood 
of 1913. The yellow water spread 
out over many thousands of acres and 
the rver still was rising, surging | 
past its record depth of 24 feet | 
here. 

Hundreds of families abandoned 
their homes to the flood, which grad- 
ually filled lower floors and even cov- 
ered beds on second floor rooms with 
mud. 

Only three roads in the Vincennes 
vicinity were open. Roads and rail- 


road tracks to the south were lakes 
swirling with debris swept down from 
above. 

Skies began to clear with advent 
of near-zero temperatures, however, 
and threats of further serious dam- | 
age seemed lessened. | 

Levees hastily reinforced here to 
withstand a 26-foot flood were ex- | 
pected to hold. ‘The river rose to'| 
more than 24 feet after having drop- 
ped momentarily when it smashed 
dykes at Oaktown and Lyford. The 
crumbling dams admitted water to 
additional thousands of acres of low 
lands, but lessened the pressure on 
the man-made banks farther south. 

Northern points along the river 
courses reported falling or stationary 
levels. 

Goveror Harry G. Leslie ordered 
national guard troops to guard weak- 
ened dams at Hazelton, where United 
States highway 41 skirts the river. 
Rumors that Knox county residents 
had threatened to dynamite the fill- 
in to ease the strain on more impor- 
tant levees caused the troop: order. 

Mayor J. W. Kimmel, of Vin- 
cennes, and Sheriff Kruse, of Knox 
county, protested that the governor's 
action was an affront to the county. 

The river will rise another foot 
between Lafayette and Terre Haute, 
said J. H. Armington, United ‘States 
meteorologist at Indianapolis. From = 
Terre Haute to Vincennes it was im- | 
possible to estimate further rise be- 
cnuse of the many levee breaks which 
allowed the flood waters to spread out 
over the lowlands instead of pass- 
ing down the river channel. 

Armington said he expected the. 
southern reaches of the river to rise | 
slowly for four days, even if there |

BILL WOULD PENALIZE 
COTTON PRICE CONTROL 


Georgian’s Measure Would 
Make Felony of Agreement 
Depressing Prices. 


‘ 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Any person or persons enter- 
ing into an agreement to control the 
price of cotton or cottonseed in a 
manner to depress market quotations 
would be made guilty of a felony and 
subject to imprisonment fer a term 
of 10 years, under a bil) laid .before 
the lower house today by Representa- 
tive Charles H. Brand, of Georgia. 
The measure was referred to the ju- 
diciary committee for consideration. 


In a later statement the Georgia 
congressman, himself a member of the 
judiciary committee, explained that 
the bill was designed to fortify . cot- 
ton producers against alleged manipu- 
lation of the cotton market. 

The bill as introduced today reads: 
Be it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the United 
States of America in congress assem- 
bled, that any person, firm or Co- 
operation who shall enter into any 
agreement of contract, either oral or 
in writing, for the purposes of con- 
trolling prices of cotton, either in 
actual cotton or cotton futures con- 
tracts, and cottonseed, having the ef- 
fect of depressing or decreasing the 
prices of cotton and cottonseed, shall 
be guilty of a felony. ’ 

“Section 2, that any persen, firm 
or co-operation who may be convicted 
of a violation of this act shall be 
punished in the penitentiary for a 
term of not less than 5 years, no 
more than 10 years.”

CONGRESS THEN AND NOW. 

The old Latin apothegm that 
“times change and we change with 
them” is frequently corroborated. 
Last week Governor Sampson, of 
Kentucky, wired to the senate the 
credentials of John Marshall Rob- 
sion, whom he had designated to 
succeed Sackett, resigned. 

Thereupon rose up Senator Wil- 
liam Edgar Borah, of Idaho, to re- 
mark: 

“Mr. President, I do not desire to 
consent to the swearing in of a sen- 
ator in this chamber upon a telegram. 
It seems to me that we ought not to 
establish the precedent of having sen- 
ators sworn in upon a telegram.” 

So Senator Robsion had to stand 
aside until his formal certificate of 
appointment came along by due 
course of mail. 

Back in the summer of 1868 
things were dealt with differently. 
The 14th amendment of the consti- 
tution was pending before the 
States. In the house of congress 
the question was raised as to 
whether the amendment had then 
received the votes of three-fourths 
of the states. A member inquired: 

“Mr. Speaker, has anything been | 
heard from Georgia?’ 

The Speaker: “A telegram has been 
received by the speaker from the gov- 
ernor-elect of Georgia stating that the 
general assembly of Georgia has this 
day ratified the amendment.” ' 

Whereupon the house, on the 
Strength of that telegram from 
Rufus B. Bulloch, who had not then 
been inaugurated as governor, 
adopted a resolution declaring the 
414th amendment “duly ratified’? and 
instructing the secretary of state to 
proclaim it as part of the constitu- 
tion, which he did on July 23, the 
next day. 

It is a singular incident of his- 
tory that an amendment of the fed- 
eral constitution, one of the most 
important and fateful ever added to 
the document, could be declared 
Sovereign law upon the basis of a 
te‘egram from a yet private citizen, 
and now amere ad interim senator 
is refused the oath of office because 
a known governor of a sovereign 
State assumed to credential him to 
the senate by an easily verifiable 
telegraphic message. 

Of course Senator Borah was 
right in making his objection and 
the whole senate allowed it to stand 
without a protest. What, then, 
must a careful and honest historian 
think of the act of a congress that 
forced the proclamation of a consti- 
tutional amendment with no other 
evidence of its full ratification than 


of judges and a committee of the 
state bar association, should revise 
the codes and suggest what in them 
should befamended or repealed al- 
together.

THE DRIVER MUST BEWARE. 


The supreme court of Pennsyl- 
vania has just sustained an award of 
heavy damages against a company 
whose motor truck was driven 
against pedestriahs crossing a street 
intersection in Philadelphia with 
the traffic light in their favor. 
The court very strongly holds 
that the operators of motor vehicles 
must strictly regard all traffic sig- 
nals and that pedestrians have the 
right to. believe they will do so. 
The burden is upon the driver to 
prove that he had his car in such 
control as to promptly obey the 
Signal and that he did not drive 
upon the crossing when it was 
against him. . 

The decision follows others of 
like import in other states, so that 
the law seems well established that 
when a municipality sets up traffic 
Signals to direct and control motor 
traffic any one who disregards their 
purport is liable both civilly and, 
in some cases, criminally. 

Injufies and killings by careless 
and reckless drivers of motor ve- 
hicles have so multiplied in recent 
years as to call for drastic applica- 
tion of the traffic laws made for 
the protection of the public. The 
wonder is that motor car drivers 
continue to think they are privi- 
leged characters, superior to regu- 
lation, and licensed to monopolize 
the streets to the peril of people 
on foot proceeding lawfully and 
assuming the safety intended by the 
laws. More stringent enforcement 
of those laws is being demanded 
throughout the country and should 
be had.

The Approaches to Prohibition. 


From the earliest days of American 
self-government the evils of liquor 
selling.and drinking to drunkenness 
were recognized as social conditions 
that properly invited regulation and 
restraint in such measures as the com- 
mon welfare might demand. 

The colony of Georgia, famously be 
it understood, was founded with a 
charter from George II of England, 
which gave the trustees in common 
council yery broad rights of local leg- 
islation, and in pursuance of which 
right it was ordained that neither 
slavery nor the rum traffic should be 
permitted in the province. Therefore, 
Georgia became the first bone-dry pro- 
hibition colony on the North Amer- 
ican continent. 

Dr. Benjamin Rush organized a 
“temperance society” in Pennsylvania 
before the Revolution to combat 
drunkenness by moral suasion, It was 
followed by similar societies in other 
colonies, but efforts to control liquor 
evils by law were not attempted un- 
til along in the decade of the thir- 


ties.

Local and State Options. 

The first local option legislation 
that I have been able to find was en- 
acted in North Carolina back in the 
early ’30s.. The legislature acted upon. 
the petition of Timothy Nicholson, a 
Quaker schoolmaster in the western 
part of the state, who wished protec- 
tion against the dramshops and drunk- 
ards of the school vincinage. He was 
granted a circle around his school- 
house some miles in diameter’ in 
which it was made unlawful to sell 
intoxicating liquors. 

Being also, as an orthodox Quaker, 
opposed to the institution of slavery, 
Nicholson removed to Indiana, where 
he became a public leader. As a legis- 
lator he was the author of the Nichol- 
son Yocal option law of that state, 
which became in the final decade of 
the last century the model of other 
states’ county option liquor laws. He 
died some vears ago at Richmond, Ind. 
[ had the honor to be: assogiated with 
him in several local option campaigns 
in the Hoosier state. Jt is his son, 
Dr. S. E. Nicholson, who has been 
secretary of the Anti-Saloon League 
of America for many years and is 
now the league superintendent in New 
York state.

Statewide Prohibition Progress. 

The first statewide prohibition law 
enacted was the historic “Maine law,” 
fathered in 1851, as I remember the 
record, by Neal Dow. It raised a tre- 
mendous discussion all oyer the Union. 
It created a great political row in 
Maine; was repealed soon after en- 


the) 


actment, and then re-enacted in more 
drastic form after a new flood of 


liquor inundated the state. It has 


remained adamant against many re-, : 


péal attacks ever since. 

It led in the 50s to like state prohi- 
bition laws in a dozen other states 
east and west. Some were declared 
unconstitutional by state supreme 
courts and all others before and dur- 
ing the War Between the States. Aft- 
er that affair was ended only Maine 
remained a prohibition state. 

The Maine law led to efforts to en- 
act state prohibition in Georgia, led 
by men like Flournoy, Reneau and 
Benjamin Harvey Hill, who was a 
candidate for governor on a_ prohi- 
bitien platform.

The Idea of a Dry Nation. 


The prohibition policy as a national 
issue made its debut in the political 
aréna of the Union in the campaign 
of 1872. The germ of a “Prohibition 
Party” had been developed in a meet- 
ing of state prohibition pioneers in 
1869 and they called a national con- 
vention to nominate candidates for 
president and vice president to meet 
in Columbus, Ohio, on Washington's 
birthday, February 22, 1872. Nine 
states sent 194 delegates to the con-, 
vention and they nominated James 
Black, a distinguished man of Penn- 
sylvania, for president, and Rev. John 
Rusgell, of the Uniyersity of Sfichi- 
gan, for vice president. They sOunded 
the first slogan for national prohibi- 
tion in the following resolve. 

“That the traffic in intoxicating 
beverages is a dishonor to Christian 
civilization, a political wrong of un- 
equalled enormity, sybversive of ordi- 
nary objects of government, not ca- 
pable of being regulated or restrained 
by any system of license whatever, 
and imperatively demands for its sup- 
pression effective legal prohibition, 
both by state and national legisla- 
tion.” 

The ticket polled 5,608 votes in the 
total of 6,466,165 that were cast that 


year. 


To Amend the Constitution. 


In 1893, on the initiative of Dr. 
A. J. Kynett, Methodist secretary of 
church extension at Philadelphia, and 
Archbishop Ireland, Catholic hierarch 
of St. Paul in Minnesota, an Ohio An- 
ti-Saloon League was founded i that 
state by Dr. Howard Hyde Russell, 
one of the ablest and most consecrat- 
ed Congregational ministers of the na- 
tion. His success with it in fighting 
saloons in Ohio led to other state 
leagues and finally to the nationwide 
Anti-Saloon League of America. 

Through its state leagues it fought 
forcefully until in 1913 a majority of 
the states had adopted statewide pro- 
hibition laws. ‘Then, in a great con- 
vention at Columbus, Ohio, in Novem- 
ber, 1913, the fight for a prohibition 
amendment to the federal constitution 
was definitely and _ enthusiastically 
launched. In December, 1914,* the 
national house of congress voted on 
the Hobson amendment. It failed of 
a constitutional two-thirds majority 
by only 8 votes. 

* * - 

The Fight Was On For Keeps. 

With the pep of that near victory 
burning in our veins we of the Anti- 
Saloon League army, with our various 
allies. went out to win the next bat- 
tle. By the winter of 1916 we had 
put 33 states in the dry column and 
secured the election of more than two- 
thirds of both houses of congress 
pledged to submit a_ prohibition 
amendment of the constitution to the 
legislatures of the 48 states. 

The amendment was passed and 
submitted in 1917 and declared rati- 
fied by Secretary of State William 
Jennings Bryan on January 29, 1919, 
to become effective one year later, 
which was January 16, 1920. 

Then the Volstead act to enforce 
the amendment was passed. Presi- 
dent Wilson vetoed it and both houses 
repassed it over the veto by two-thirds 
votes made up by democrats and re- 
publicans, and it is the going into ef- 
fect of the eighteenth amendment that 
the prohibitionists of the nation are 
celebrating today.

PROCEED WITH CAUTION. 
SHARP CURVE AHEAD IN 
PSYCHIC WAY. 


What is your opinion, asks a cor- 
respondent, of psychoanalysis, in the 
hands of a trained physician, for the 
relief of psychic speech gisturbance? 

The query is characteristic of the 
present popular interest in psychic 
matters. Ten or 15 years ago the 
usual burden of such question was 
hypnotims, personal magnetism or 
“occult” influence of one kind of an- 
other—whatever the mail order char- | 
latans happened to call it in their 
ads. Today most of the psychic inter- 
est of the laity seems to be directed 
toward psychoanalysis. | 

I am not sure just what the cor 
respondent means by a psychic speech 
disturbance. Psychic means, in plain 
language, mental. Psychology is study 
of the mind A psychiatrist 1s a phy- 
sician who specializes in diagnosis and 
and treatment of mental diseases or 
derangements — psychiatry. Psycho- 
analysis is analysis of the mind or 
the mental processes; a kind of prob- 
ing of the inner mind, the subcon- 
scious, the soul as a romantic indi- 
vidual might say. Then psychoanalysis 
is mental treatment, or as the charla- 
tans prefer to say, mind cure, mainly 
by suggestion but in many cases by 
means of medicines and other ggents 
that a quack mental healer would 
scorn to recognize. Funny how these 
healing fawers who play to the pop- 


fee] such an exalted cqntempt for 
any ordinary homely remedy except 
the one.they choose to apply, and in 
their narrow mindedness condemn) 
real physicians on the false charge 
of administering only medicinal reme- 
dies. The truth is that these shrewd 
mental healers got everything they 
have from real physicians, except 
maybe that highly profitable odor of 
sanctity. é 

Any speech disturbanée is more 
less psychic, since the function of 
speech, the organs concerned in 
speech, are controlled by brain cen- 
ters and nerves, and association paths. 
I assume our young friend means get- 
ting hot and bothered, stammering, 
stage fright, sudden homesickness and 
a yearning for the great open spaces, 
when one must speak in publie or be- 
fore any little gathering of two or 
more persons. For that, I should say 
any kind of psychic treatment a good 
physician might apply would help. 
Such treatment is not psychoanalysis, 
but psycho therapeutics, 

Theorctrically psychoanalysas is one 
of those wonders of science. practically 
psychonalaysis is just mischief for idle 
minds. 

If one’s physician thinks psycho- 
analysis advisable he will either un- 
dertake it himself or refer the patient 
to a psychiatrist who is competent or 
skilled in that branch of practice. 

I have never known of any benefit 
being obtained where the patient him- 
self or herself sought out psycho- 
analysis and succeeded in finding some 
one who would do it. I have observed 
some unhappy effects of such mis- 
takes.

Mayor I. N. Ragsdale Wednesday 
vetoed a budget of the Atlanta board 
of education providing $3,779,000 for 
operation and maintenance of the At- 
lanta public school system for 1930, 
his action taking place only a few 
minutes after Dr. McIntosh M. Burns, 
president of the board, and Willis A. 
Sutton, superintendent of schools, had 
pleaded for funds before the finance 
committee. 

Mr. Ragsdale’s veto was predicated 
on the fact that the city will be un- 
able to meet all the demands made by 
the budget. In a tentative sheet al- 


ready prepared, schools are allocated , 


$3.075,395.28.

“I regret the necessity of this ac- 
tion. It would please me greatly if 
sufficient money was available to meet 
all necessary requirements of the 
school system for the current year. 
The city of Atlanta is required to 
set aside for the schools a sum not 
less than 26 per cent of the city’s 
total revenue. 


“The budget submitted is so much 
in excess of the anticipated 26 per 
cent for this year, and so much larger 
than the finange committee and gen- 
eral council can reasonably be ex- 
pected to @ind money to grant, that 
it becomes my duty to veto it.”

FEDERAL FRUIT 


FLY BOARD MEETS 
ON JANUARY 21 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—("/)— 
Secretary Hyde announced today that 
the federal fruit fly board, which he 
created January 9, will hold its first’ 
meeting in Orlando, Fla., January 21. 

The secretary said the board had 
been originated to consider all biologi- 
cal and entomological questions con- 
cerning the fruit fly and to determine 
policies in the actual eradication work. 

Its members are: J. J. Davis, Pur- 
due University; Dr. W- ©. O'Kane, 
state entomologist, of New Hamp- 
shire; Dr. P. J. Parrott, entomologist 
of the New York experiment station; 
Dr. W. P. Flint, state entomologist 
of Illinois; Dr. George A. Dean, pro- 
fessor of entomology, Kansas State 
Agricultural college. 

The members of the board have se- 
eured temporary leaves of absence 
from their respective positions and 
will serve as long as needed with head- 
quarters at Orlando.

Capper for Bounty. 


Republican independents supporting 
the bounty idea gained an advocate 
today in Senator Capper, republican, 
Kansas. He seconded the stand tak- 
en by Senator Borah, of Idaho, that 
a higher tariff would not benefit do- 
mestic growers so long as Philippine 
imports are permitted free entry. 

The Kansan contended the United 
States could never produce enough 
sugar to supply its needs and that 
a higher tariff would mean only an 
increase in production in the Philip- 
pines and a consequent enlargement of 
free imports from the Pacific islands. 

Senator Fess, republican, Ohio, de- 
manded protection. He said it was 
“the height of unwisdom not” to fos- 
ter that which “we cannot do with- 
out” and held this country if given 
the proper stimulus could produce 
enough sugar to meet its requirements. 

The Ohioan opposed a bounty, say- 
ing it was unsafe and would lead to 
the granting of bounties to other pro- 
ducers. 

Those opposing a higher tariff in- 
cluded Senators Norris, republican, in- 
dependent, Nebraska, and Barkley, of 
Kentucky, a democratic member of 
the finance committee. Neither, how- 
ever. discussed the bounty. 

“From the standpoint of the beet 
sugar man,” Norris said, “he ought 
to be satisfied with the law as it is 
today.” 

Of the $54,000,000 cost of an in- 
creased tariff, the Nebraskan said only 
$10,600,000 would go to domestic pro- 
ducers, $24,000,000 to the treasury, 
and the remainder to producers in 
Hawaii, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, 

Barkley contended the proposed in- 
crease was not justified either from 
a revenue or farm relief standpoint.

Provision for Aiding Peach 
and Sweet Potato Growers 
Also Sought.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The federal farm board was 
urged today by Representative W. W. 
Larsen, of Georgia, to render a defi- 
nite decision on the question of treat- 
ing naval stores as coming within 
the provisidns of the farm relief act. 

In a communication to the board 


the Georgia member served notice of 
his intention to press for an amend- 
ment to the farm relief act if such 
is necessary to give naval stores, aD 
important product through the south- 
ern states, benefits of the board’s ac- 
tivities. Although the question has 
been up for consideration almost from 
the start no definite decision has yet 
been announced, the board indicat- 
ing, however, that there was @ dis- 
osition on the part of individual mem- 
ers to eliminate naval stores. 
Representative Larsen pointed out 
that the board has construed the act 
as authorizing loans to co-operative 
associations for the purpose of mar- 
keting sugar and maple syrup, two 
products derived from sap of trees 
in much-the same manner as turpel- 
tine and other naval stores products. | 
He argued that the two commodities 
should be included in the same cate- 


gory. . 

Senator Walter F. George, of Geor- 
via, has had the question wp with the 
board also and already has _ intro- 
duced an amendment on the subject. 
In his letter Representative Larsen 
also urged the board to make some 
provision aiding peach and sweet po- 
tato growers. : 

“Since the installation of curing 
houses which makes sweet potatoes 
practically immune from decay, he 
said. “they are being extensively and 
profitably produced in the south. 
When the potatoes are harvested 
some of the large canneries and cur- 
ing plants purchase them from pro- 
ducers. These operations require large 
outlay of funds. If they are to con- 
tinue successfyl operations no doubt 
funds from the board will be neces- 
sary.” 

Representative Larsen is a member 
of the house agricultural committee 
which framed the vriginal farm re 
lief legislation.

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NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—()— 
Charles E. Mitchell, chairman of the 
National City Bank, in his annual 
report to stockholders t ay expressed 
complete confidence in the soundness 
of the business sttucture and belief 
that the present récession will not be 

of long duration. 

“All in all,” he said. “the past year 
has cleared itself, with difficulties to 
be sure, of the dangers that menaced 
it from its very start. The correc- 
tives have caused the new year to be- 
gin with a somewhat diminished busi- 
ness activity, but the business organ- 
ization is not incapacitated in any 
respect, nor is the physical wealth of 
the country lenwaivad Quite gener- 
ally industry and trade are more ade- 
quately financed than at any time in 
the past. No serious disturbance of 
commodity prices has occurred.” 

The bank’s net earnings for 1929 
were $26,587,841. Dividends totaled 
$13,510,000. 

Mr. Mitchell reported that the 
year’s operations of the National City 
Company, investment subsidiary of 
the bank, had been “adversely affect- 
ed by the security crisis and invest- 
ment stagnation” of the last quar- 
ter. Nevertheless, profits “amply 
covered” the dividend requirements of 
$6,690,000. 

With reference to the decline. in 
the price of the stock, Mr. Mitchell 
said that the high levels to which 
the bank stock had been carried last 
year was attributable to “over enthu- 
siasm on the part of speculators.” 

The subsequent decline was aggra- 
vated by baseless reports, he said, add- 
ing that as far as he knew, however, 
no large stockholdefts had parted with 
his stock. 

As for the Cuban sugar industry, 
Mr. Mitchell said that at the present 
time the National City Company has 

about $25,000, invested in Cuban 
rties and plans to get out at a 
it as soon as conditions warrant.

Advertisement was necessary, and advertising 
for new gold strikers was hard to get. 

Some genius of the camp—it might have been George Graham Rice 
—suggested a way by which the name of the town, Goldfield—and a 
most alluring name it was—could be gotten into the newspapers of the 
United States and Europe overnight at a very small initial cost. At the 
time the Gans-Nelson fight was the most talked of in the sporting world. 
Promoters in various cities were bidding for it. The camp genius sug- 
gested that the men of Goldfield offer a bid higher than any sum men- 
tioned. Then all eyes in the sporting world would be turned or Goldfield. 


' Plenty of Cash. 

There was plenty of loose money in camp. The leaders of Gadbdfield 
met and raised the sum of $30,000 as a guarantee for the Gans-Nelson 
fighf. The fighters, their managers and the sporting world in general was 
skeptical. It sounded like too much real money for a prize fight in those 
days. But Billy Nolan, the manager of Battling Nelson, went to Goldfield 
on invitation to investigate, They showed him in a bank window two 
pyramids of twenty-dollar gold pieces. One of $20,000 was for Nelson, 
the other of $10,000 was for Gans. 

It did not seem proper that the event should be conducted by 

a committee, so the leading spirits of the camp who had raised 

the purse settled on Tex Rickard as the ostensible promoter. Rick- 

ard never had seen a professional prize fight in his life, but he was 
senior partner of the Northern, the biggest saloon and gambling 
house in the camp, and he had occupied the same position in a bar.

Mr. Rickard’s notion of nice people were 
persons who wore evening dress and were ready to pay $50 and 
upward for a ringside seat far removed from the ring. 

The Dempsey-Willard fight was a losing venture, if the truth were 
known, but it brought about the combination of Rickard and Dempsey, 
which was to develop the Battle of the Century and the million dollar 

ates. . : 

’ For the Dempsey-Carpentier bout Rickard drew gate receipts 
to the extent of $1,600,000, and he built up this spectacle without 
putting up a dollar in cash. So potent was the ballyhoo behind 
hist that the prospective customers began to throw their money 
at him the moment Rickard announced that he had the two fight- 
ers signed. 
The arena at Boyle’s Thirty Acres was built on the money collected

He Thought in Millions. — , 

Then came the period when Rickard could talk of only millions, 
There was the Battle of the Sesquicentennial at Philadelphia—millions 
and a new champion. After that the Battle of the Slightly Less Than Three 
Millions—nothing but talk of millions and more millions. But, like that 
mine at Goldfield, Nev., the cauliflower gold mine began to peter out. 
To his astonishment, Rickard faced a deficit in the Tunney-Heeney bout. 
He began to lose faith in his gold-finding destiny. He could not under- 
stand the turning of the luck, confirmed gambler though he was, but re- 
member that for the most part, he gambled with other people’s money. 

Still, he realized one dream before it was over. He put the 
prize fight game on a business basis.

NEW YORK, Jan, 15.—“Is_ that 
all there is to it?” inquired Gene 
Tunney when he came back to con- 
sciousness after his operation. 

“Yes, Gene,” the doctor might have 
replied, but didn’t, “that's all there 
is to it. You’re always sure to wake 
up somewhere after an operation, and 
we are glad you woke up here.” 

This young Mr. Tunney is a re- 
markable fellow. He has a vivid imagi- 
nation and yet, when he makes up his 
mind to do anything, he is as ready 
for it menially and as calm as any- 
one i ever saw. 

WORRY. 


Jack Dempsey was widely heralded 
as tbe Manassa Mauler, the Tiger- 
man and the Killer. He probably 


packed as powerful a punch as any: 


man who ever climbed into a, ring. 

You might suppose an opponent would 
worry over meeting that type of 
fizhter. 

Tunney slept quietly on a rubbing 
table in his dressing room just before 
entering the ring. When he did climb 
through the ropes Gene sat happily 
in his corner looking for his friends 
at the ringside. When I happened to 
catch his eye he grinned, made a face 
at me and winked. 

That was the moment when I de- 
cided that Tunney probably was going 
to win that bout. Any man who, while 
waiting for Dempsey to tape those 
iron hands, felt comfortable enough to 
smile and wink at a friend either was 
wrong in his head or had considerable 
courage and confidence in his ability. 

CONFIDENCE. 

In this recent case Tunney had 
confidence both in his own constitu- 
tion and in his doctors. He went to 
the operating table in a calm frame 
of mind and the chances are that he 
will be up and out sooner than would 
most others. 

Those who should know tell me 
that neither Tunney’s boxing nor his 
style of life abroad really had a thing 
to do with his present trouble. They 
say that a kidney stone has something 
to do with metabolism. 

_It is pointed out by those whe saw 
him there that Gene really didn’t 
change his style of living abroad is 
much as one might naturally suppose. 
I know that when he returned he told 
me that his weight was about what 
it had beeg fot the last two or three 


years, 
EXERCISE. 
At Brioni, where the Tunneys spent 
a large part of their time, Gene did 
take a walk of some length every day 
and even went through some of his 
old exercises. Undoubtedly, at dinners 


tained, Tunuey did eat rich food, but 
he didn’t eat enough of it to make 
him fat or soft and, when he was at 
amg his diet contained plenty of 
resh vegetables and no overabundance 
of meat. 

Of course our New England an- 
cestors ate meat @hree times a day 
and only lived to be tough old fellows 
of 80 and 90, but nowadays they say 
too much meat is bad. Perhaps it is 
because some of those old fellogs went 
out and shot their dinner before they 
ate it, while we seldom go further 
than the table to get it. At any rate, 
some of his companions at Brioni as- 
sert that Gene went fairly light on 
food. 

So his trouble apparently cannot 
be- traced to punches to the anatomy 
from either inside or out. Kidney 
stones seem just to happen. Some 
take them and some let them alone. 
Tunney is willing to let them alone 
from now on. 

HEALTHY. 

The former heavyweight champion 
and present New York city land own- 
er passed the first day after his 
operation in as much comfort as could 
be expected. In faet, he probably felt 
better than he did shortly before B+.

Although 1,268 colored soldiers are 
interred in the American foreign cem- 
eteries the list which is being com- 
piled to date shows only 600 colored 
mothers and widows who dre entitled 
to make the pilgrimage. This number 
is somewhat smaller than was at first 
estimated, due to the fact that in- 
vestigation revealed a large number 
of deaths among the mothers of heroes, 
while their widows were disqualified 
by re-marriage in many instances.
